ALBUQUERQUE  has  completed  the  defense  of  his  Ph.D.  thesis  on  seed 

identif icatiuon  and  germination.  Needs  viable  legume  seeds  and  offers  data 

about  Amazonian  legumes. 

ALLKIN  (new  Reader)  needs  material  of  South  American  Vicia. 

BARRON  (new  Reader)  is  studying  the  cultivar  differences  in  root  systems  of 
Cicer  arietinum.  especially  the  relation  to  drought  and  yield. 

BEAUCHAMP  is  developing  a gum  exudate  collection  industry  with  Prosopis  and 
possibly  Acacia  in  northwestern  Mexico  in  conjunction  with  a Mexican  company.
